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RUSHING WORK AT LAUREL 

NEW RACE COURSE NEAR WASHINGTON IS 
RAPIDLY ASSUMING SHAPE. 

H. D. Brown on the Ground and Giving Construction 
Work His Personal Attention — Plant to Be Up- 
to-Date in Its Appointments. 



REVIEW OF BRITISH COLUMBIA RACING 



Detroit, Midi.. August 24. — As the time draws 
near for the closing of racing on the Canadian 
1 racks, horsemen are looking forward to the open- 
ing of the new plant at Laurel. Md. According to 
reports received, this plant is being hustled along 
with great rapidity and will be ready long before 
ilie seheduled opening on October 2. The greater 
part of the buildings are now more than half fin- 
ished, while the principal part of the stabling is 
being rushed along so that horsemen who wish to 
can ship there at almost any time. There are now 
nearly 200 stalls ready for occupation, while 300 
more will be finished by the middle of September. 

II. D. Brown, who is the promoter of the new 
enterprise, is now at Laurel looking after con- 
struction work. Tin* secretary’s office building is 
already finished. This is up-to-date aud includes 
a lug room for the use of the horsemen, the jockey 
room, with shower baths and an overhead balcony 
for the use of the riders when not in the saddle. 
The grandstand, which is over 300 feet long, is well 
under way. The flooring is all laid aud work has 
been commenced on the roof. The front of the stand 
will be fitted with boxes, as was the stand at Mon- 
crief Park. Jacksonville. A large platform will be 
bnilt whore the trains arrive and a walk to the 
stand will prevent inconvenience for patrons who 
come by train, as they will not be obliged to cross 
in front of automobiles, the speedway for which 
has been built beneath this walk. The roof of the 
grandstand is of Japanese type. The stairways to 
the stand will be over eighteen feet in width, so that 
there will be no crowding. The betting ring, which 
will be an open one, will accommodate at least fifty 
books. Booths are being built so that the old-time 
slates may be used. 

Numerous stakes will be run during the meeting, 
but as there will he a clash in dates between Laurel 
nd Pimlico they will be arranged so as not to 
ouflict. The minimum parse will be $500. Manager 
Brown proposes to make arrangements for the 
pecial shipment of horses from Laurel to the new 
track at Havana. Cuba, which will provid6 practi- 
ally continuous racing for 150 days under his con- 
trol. The officials have already been engaged, and 
vill arrive at Laurel* before the opening of the 
meeting. Starter A. B. Dade, who will start at 
Havana, will preside at the barrier at Laurel on days 
which do not conflict with Pimlico. On the other 
days W. M. Murray will do the starting. Taking the 
plant all through it will be one of the most up-to- 
date on this continent, and will furnish twenty-six 
days’ racing for the horsemen. The track will be 
a fast one and will lie complete long before the 
opening to give it a chance to be worked over and 
settled down before actual racing begins. The 
plant will be easily reached from Baltimore and 
Washington, being twelve miles from tin* latter 
and twenty-two from the former. Ten trains make 
daily stops at Laurel, as it. 'is on the main line of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Baltimore. Md.. August 24. — II. D. Brown, who is 
building a new race track at Laurel, between Balti- 
more aud Washington, says that while the meeting 
will conflict with Pimlico for two weeks, the two 
institutions will be ou perfectly friendly relations, 
ibis having been agreed to between Mr. Brown and 
Thomas Clyde, the principal stockholder at Pimlico. 
The stamp of friendship lias lieeu so tightly bound 
that Mr. Clyde will race some of his horses at 
Laurel, as will others closely connected with the 
Pimlico track. “I had a long talk with Mr. Clyde 
at Saratoga,” said Mr. Brown, “and he was agree- 
able that the dates at the two tracks should con- 
flict; in fact. In* rather preferred it to changing 
the Pimlico dates to September or November, not 
believing that a long meeting in Maryland would be 
good for the sport. It was definitely settled between 
us that there should not lie any ill-feeling in any 
way whatever, but to conduct the two meetings on 
alMiut the same lines and without friction. Our 
purses will l>e about tin* same as those at Pimlico 
and our stakes will have a like value, or as near as 
1 toss] hie. I shall arrange the dates for our stakes 
so that they will not in any way conflict with the 
stake dates at Pimlico. I mean by that I shall 
not have a two-year-old stake the same days as 
Pimlico and other features will lie arranged in the 
same manner, so that horsemen can enter their 
horses in stakes at l»oth tracks and be able to run 
them at both places. 

"I have made application to the .B*ckoy Club for 
dates for the month of October, and I do not think 
there will bo any objection. I realize that I am 
coming into the territory of the Jockey Club, anil 
1 want its sanction to race under its rules and will 
abide by its decisions. When it is considered that 
I have provided racing opportunities for horsemen 
during the wave of reform, and am willing to con- 
tinue to do so, I hardly think there will be a dis- 
senting voice. I think I am entitled to the good 
will of the horsemen and promoters, as I built the 
Jacksonville track when winter racing was on the 
decline. I shall also be ready for horsemen at 
Havana on Thanksgiving Day, with an institution 
<>f exceptional merit. I intend to race there for 
100 days, and there will be no purse of less than 
*40n, and if the conditions permit, there will be 
plenty of $500 purses. 

‘‘There will also be two stakes each week, and a 
Derby worth $25,000, if the government will sub- 
serllte Half of the amount. President Gomez promises 
to suggest to congress that such an appropriation 
be made ; then I will add $12,500 to the stake. I 
also intend to give $10,000 for a handicap to be 
run either on Christmas or New Year’s Day. So 
you will see my plans will give hotsemen added 
opportunity to race in the winter aud this should 
be welcome owing to the present condition of affairs 
in this country.” 

GEMMELL CASE GOES TO DISTRICT COURT. 

Butte, Mont., August 24. — The test of the Montana 
law governing race track betting is to be made in 
the district court. Secretary William Gemmell of 
i he Butte Jockey Club has waived his proposed pre- 
liminary hearing in the court of Walter Furlong 
and has been bound over to the District Court. Mr. 
Gcuiuiell was represented bj- an array of legal talent 
seldom gathered together. Con. F. Kelley. Harry 
Frank, William P. Carey and Carl Christian, all of 
Butte, together with W. B. Ilodgers of Anaconda 
(Mitered their appearance in the case as representa- 
tives of Mr. Gemmell. Deputy County Attorney 
Frank Walker appeared for the state. 

It is understood that the defendant will demur to 
the complaint on the ground that running thirty 
days of racing within a single enclosure in which 
there is betting is not a violation of flie law. 

Judge George M. Botirquin will argue the law 
point involved for the state when the case is taken 
up in the District Court, having l**en engaged by 
those who seek to lest the law with a view of ascer- 
taining just what are its limitations. 

It is altogether probable that the case will get to 
the <*ourt of last resort in the state before it is 
finally disposed of. 



Advices from British Columbia agree that racing is a popular and prosperous sport in that far western 
domain of King George. Considering the limitations of the population that furnishes t He patronage and the 
restrictions imposed upon the sport l>3* Canadian law, it must be admitted that the showing which British 
Columbia makes is creditable. The two British Columbia cities in which racing is conducted — Vancouver 
and Victoria — are thriving and rapidly growing communities and it is to be expected that racing at both of 
these points will keep pace in importance with t Ho development of the country itself. Vancouver is espec- 
ially fortunate in the i>oe session of a modern racing plant, conducted along progressive lines, in Minoru 
Dark, over which course the races of the British Coiumlpia Thoroughbred Association and the Vancouver 
Jockey Club are regularly held. Victoria is not so well equipped, having only a half-mile track. This was 
tlie chief reason for the transferring of the second meeting of the Victoria Country Club to Minoru Dark 
at Vancouver this season. The pari-mutuel system of speculation has been adoped by all the British Colum- 
bia racing associations and will in future be employed to the exclusion of hookmaking. Tlie following tabu- 
lation conveys an idea of the scope and increasing importance of British Columbia racing:

Temporary Structures in Readiness for Tomorrow’s 
Opening and Permanent Restoration of Plant 
Will Follow for Next Year's Racing. 



Anaconda, Mont., August 24. — A comodious grand- 
stand with a seating rapacity of 2,500, although 
hastily erected, will provide ample accommodation 
for tomorrow's opening of the Anaconda Jwkey 
Club’s annual meeting, and as rapidly as conditions 
will permit, it will be enlarged to the capacity of 
the one destroyed. 

There are fully 450 horses on the ground, repre- 
senting a majority of tlie prominent stables which 
raced at Butte, and racing of an interesting char- 
acter may l»e expected. The new betting ring and 
paddock are in close proximity, the ring having 
ample accommodation for thirty books. 

Ten of the leading layers who operated at Butte 
have announced their intention of cutting in foe 
the opening and. with the races well filled, good 
contention may be looked for. Nearly all the ad- 
mirers of racing who have been following tlie inter- 
mouutain circuit are here, and the hotel and room- 
ing houses of the place are taxed to the limit to 
accommodate the many visitors. 

The directors of tlie Deer Lodge County Fair Asso- 
ciation. which owns the Anaconda track, have been 
displaying splendid spirit and energy in the replac- 
ing of the burned buildings. At daybreak the morn- 
ing after the flire they had a big force of men at work 
clearing away the debris and by nightfall the same 
day the ground had been cleared and everything 
was in readiness for the erection of tlie temporary 
grandstand, paddock, judges’ stand, timer’s stand 
and betting ring. Monday morning 100 men begau 
the work of constructing the temjiorary structures 
and when the meeting opens tomorrow patrons of 
the sport will find the accommodations adequate, if 
not elaborate. The new stand will have as great, 
a seating capacity as the old one. It will be 300 
feet in length witli six rows of seats and covered 
to protect the spectators from the elements. In 
plan it will consist of two sections each 150 feet 
in length*, and will have a lotting ring in the center 
sixty feet wide by 109 feet in depth. The new pad- 
dock is at the west end of the new stand. The 
fences have l>een permanently repaired and in front 
of the grandstand an iron fence has been erected 
similar to that at Bntte. 

The building formerly used for the women’s ex- 
hibits will l»e devoted to the agricultural exhibits In 
connection with tin* fair during the closing days 
of the race meeting this year, and details as to 
other displays will be arranged as soon as possible. 

'Hie directors of the Deer Lodge County Fair Asso- 
ciation intend to permanently rebuild the grandstand 
and the other buildings destroyed by fire during the 
coming year. They hope to erect a steel and con- 
crete fireproof grandstand with a greater seating 
capacity than the old one. which was one of the 
best in the northwest and cost originally $35,000 
to build. It was erected by Marcus Daly and 
was complete in every convenience for the comfort 
of the public, but it is believed that a structure 
can be built to replace it along new architectural 
lines that will answer every purpose at a cost of 
not to exceed $25,000. There was an insurance of 
$12,500 on the building destroyed. 

No clew lias developed as to the origin of the 
Are other than to increase the opinion that it was 
incendiary. 

The stables all escaped destruction and the busi- 
ness men of the city have given hearty endorsement 
to the decision of the directors to rebuild the de- 
stroyed buildings.
